PRISONERS ESCAPE 


FROM COUNTY JAIL 


HIGH SCHOOL DEDICATORY COITEST 


Two Alleged Burglars Break Hole 


Through Walt and Drop To Ground 


On Blanket Rope. 


Harry Wendal and James Aagard, 


twcr prisoners awaiting trial on a bur* 
glary charge, made their escape from 
the .Oneida county jail between the 
hours of seven and eight o'clock Sat- 
urday evening. 


The men were In the spacious eier- 


clse room on the second floor of the 
jail where Sheriff Jillson is-ln the 
liabit of leaving the prisoners previ- 
ous to" locking.them in their cells 
for the night. From the door of the 
cell cage oh the first Boor, the men 
removed the heavy steel. lever and 
with this succeeded In breaking a 
hole through the outside brick wall 
In the northeast corner of the build- 
Ing/ A rope was made by - tying the 
ends of blankets together. Fastening 
the rope to an Iron bed the prisoners 
crawled through the narrow opening 
and swung_to the ground below, a dis- 
tance of nearly forty feet. ." . . 


John Morrisy, a . fellow.'.prisoner, 


watched the two at their efforts'to 
escape .but refused- to accompany 
them. As soon as they had departed, 
Morrisy by knocking on the steel door 
between the cell room and the resi- 
dence portkjn of the jail, attracted 
the attention of Mrs. Jillson arid thus 
informed her of the delivery. .
